House and his decision shall be final: 

Provided that where the question which has arisen is as to whether the 
Chairman or the Speaker of a House has become subject to such disqualifica 
tion , the question shall be reſerred for the decision of such member of the 
House as the House may elect in this behalf and his decision shall be final.

(a ) the maintenance of registers or other records as to the 
political parties, if any , to which different members of the House 
belong ; 

(b ) the officer of the House with whom , and the manner in 
which , the constitution , rules and regulations of such political parties 
and any amendments thereto and particulars of the functionaries or 
other authorities of such parties for the time being exercising the 
power to expel members thereof , may be filed ; 

(c ) the reports which a political party shall furnish with re 
gard to expulsion from , or admission to , such political party of any 
members of the House and the officer of the House to whom such 
reports shall be furnished ; and 

(d ) the procedure for deciding any question referred to in sub 
paragraph (1 ) of paragraph 6 including the procedure for any inquiry 
which may be made for the purpose of deciding such question . 

(2 ) The rules made by the Chairman or the Speaker of a House under 
sub - paragraph ( 1 ) of this paragraph shall be laid as soon as may be after 
they are made before the house for a total period of thirty days which 
may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions 
and shall take effect upon the expiry of the said period of thirty days 
unless they are sooner approved with or without modifications or dis 
approved by the Ilouse and where they are so approved , they shall take 
effect on such approval in the form in which they were laid or in such 
modified form , as the case may be, and where they are so disapproved , 
they shall be of no effect .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The evil of political dcfections has been a matter of national concern . 
11 il is not cornhatut, it is likely to lindermine the very foundations of 
our riemucray 110 the principles wlucl sustain it. With this object , an 
assurance was given in the Address by the President to Parliament that 
the Government intended to introducr in the current session of Parlia 
ment an anti-defection 5ill. This Bill is meant for wiltluwihip retention 
and fulfilling the above ussurance 


2. The Bill seeks to amend the Constitution to provide that in clected 
member of Parliament or a State Legislature, who has been elected as 
a candidate set up by a political party and a nominated member of Par 
liament or a State Legislature who is a member of a political party at 
the time he takes his seat or who becomes a member of a political party 
within six months after he takes his seat. would be disqualified on the 
ground of defection if he voluntarily relinquishes his mainber hip for 
such political party or votes or abstains from voting in such lousa ( 01: 
trary to any direction of such party or is expelled from such party . All 
independent member of Parliament or a State Legislature shall also be 
disqualified if he joins any political party after his election . A nominated 
member of Parliament or 3 State Legislaturę who is not a member of a 
political party at the time of his nomination and who has not become a 
member of any political party before the expiry of six months from the 
date on which he takes his seat shall be disqualified if he joininy 
political party after the expiry of the said period of six months The Bill 
also makes suitable provisions with respect to splity in , und merger s ul, 
political parties. A special provision has been included in the Bill to 
enable a person who has been elected as the presiding officer of a House 
to sover his connections with his political party . The question as to 
whether a member of a House of Parliament or State Legislature has 
become subject to the proposed disqualification will be determined by 
the presiding officer of the House ; where the question is with reference 
to the presiding officer himself, it will be decided by a mernber of the 
House elected by the House in that behalf.
